Turspay, Feb. 15.—In Senate, Mr. Clay pre- | 
sented the following resolutions. He said he had) 
consulted with his friends in relation to the senti-

Resolved, That it is the duty of the Gener- | 
al Government, conducting its administration, | 
to provide an adequate revenue within the year 
to meet the current expenses of the year; and 
that any expedient, either by loan or by Treasury 
notes, to supply, in time of peace, a deficiency of 
revenue, especially during successive years, is un- 
wise, and must lead to pernicious consequences, 
2. Resolred, That such an adequate revenue | 
cannot be obtained by duties on foreign imports | 
without adopting a higher rate than twenty per | 
cent, us provided for in the Compromise Act, | 
which at the time of its passage, was supposed and | 
assumed us a rate that would supply a sufficient 
revenue for an economical administration of the 
Gevernment.

It is a painful fact, that, with the multiplicity 
of books and papers ofa light, amusing character, 
so generally possessed, the standard spiritual 
classics, circulated by the American Tract Socie- 
ty and through other channels, are too often un- 
perused, or are read ina cursory and profitless 
manner.
